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Education Grants Too Low, Says 
Speaker at M.D. Assoc. Meeting 


Forestry Parley Meets in Geneva

The annual meeting of .the Lit¬ 
tle Bow Association of Municipal 
Districts, held at High River on 
Oct. 21, brought out almost a 100 
per cent attendance of councillors 
and secretaries from the municip¬ 
al districts of High wood, Blaekie, 
Vulcan, Macleod, Barons and Ar- 

gyle. 

The naming of new officers saw 
the re-election of J. H. Sutherland 
of High River as president andTJ. 
D. McQueen of Vulcan as secret¬ 
ary. 

J. M. Wheatley of Chancellor, 
president of the Alberta Associat¬ 
ion of Municipal Districts, spoke 
on various phases of the Judge 
Report, and other speakers were 
Fred Graham, district engineer; J. 
Potts, chief inspector of municipal 
districts; and James Hartley, M.L. 
A. of Macleod. 

Approve Resolution 

One resolution was approved for 
presentation at the annual provin¬ 
cial convention next month. This 
proposed that councillors be paid 
$3 a day for committee work as 
well as supervisory work. 

A letter from the general office 
of the F.U.A. was read advocating 
that membership fees in the F.U.A. 
be made mandatory and be collect- 
er by the municipal district as part 
of taxes. The sentiment of the 
meeting was strongly against this, 
although it was felt everything 
possible should be done to encour¬ 
age a good farm organization but 
not to the extent of collecting du¬ 
es. 

Fred Graham, district engineer, 
said that district highways were 
now pretty well gravelled and sug¬ 
gested that municipalities make 
out new maps, charting new roads 
which may have developed with 
changing conditions, and which 
might now be designated as mar¬ 
ket roads. 

Comments on Judge Report 

Mr. Wheatley who was the main 
speaker, commended the Judge 
Report on the whole, saying that 
his only criticism was that it did 
not go far enough in recommend¬ 
ing assistance in cost of education. 

"I feel,” he said, "that we must 
continue to fight for larger grants, 
whether from provincial or federal 
governments. If we had a bad year 
or two, our tax levies would be 
confiscatory. In our own Bow Val¬ 
ley Division, when the large 
school unit took over the tax was 
seven mills for education. Now it

I cannot see why the 
the municipal district should bear 
that increase alone. Yet our dist¬ 
rict gets only about 16 per cent of 
the cost of education in govern¬ 
ment grant. With government rev¬ 
enues multiplying as they have 
done, education should have a 
greater share of those revenues. 

In commending government uc- 
tion in sharing a proportion of gas 
monies with municipalities, the 
speaker felt that it would be well 
if municipalities could be notified 
earlier in the season just how much 
their allotment would be. Road 
programs could then be commenc¬ 
ed earlier. 

$1 Per Day Hospitalization 

He recommended for favorable 
attention the increased offer of 
the government in grants to dol- 
llar-a-day municipal hospitals. He 
opposed any suggestion that mun¬ 
icipal districts should take on the 
job of running the large chool div¬ 
isions but did belelve that the boun¬ 
daries of school division and nijun- 
icipalities should coincide. 

Have $50,000 Reserve 

Mr. Wheatley oulined the bene¬ 
fits being realized through co-oper¬ 
ative activities. The association has 
about $50,000 in the treasury and 
the coming convention will decide 
the disposal of this to participating 
municipalities. Co-operative hand¬ 
ling of 2,4-D proved very much 
worthwhile and also the supplying 
of grasshopper and gopher poison. 

Purchase of antifreeze co-oper¬ 
atively has insured this winters 
supplies of fuel for road equip¬ 
ment for almost all municipal dist¬ 
ricts in the province. The associat¬ 
ion is in the tire business at a sav¬ 
ing of 29 per cent and has also 
saved money on street culverts 
through combined purchasing pow¬ 
er.

The secretary referred to the ex¬ 
isting lease of Foothills offices in 
High River from Mrs. Evelyn Leit- 
ch. stating that the lease in effect 
for the past three years expired 
in May, 1949.

Canadians may justly be proud 
ot the wheat they grow. The rep¬ 
utation they have enjoyed for so 
many years has been built upon 
the high quality of the wheat for 
flour making purposes, and for the 
uniformity of the different com¬ 
mercial grades ol wheat from year 
to year. This high standard has 
been vigilantly maintained by lic¬ 
ensing only varieties that have 
shown high quality not only in the 
field but in repeated milling and 
baking tests. 

For over twenty years samples 
drawn from cargoes leaving Fort 
William, Ontario. Vancouver. B.C. 
end as frequently as possible from 
Fort Churchill have been anal¬ 
ysed to ascertain what varieties 
were actually being shipped out of 
ihe country. The annual survey has 
just been completed and the data 
are quite gratifying. The trend in 
the upper grades such as Nos. 1, 
2 and 3 Manitoba Northern has 
been foe an Increase In the 
amounts of Marquis and Thatcher 
varieties in shipments from Van¬ 
couver, Thatcher has increased 
very materially. The amount of 
Red Bobs In the Fort William sam¬ 
ples has remained much the same 
as last season but there has been 
a decided decline in this variety 
appearing in the Vancouver ship¬ 
ments. amounting from four to 
six per cent in the different grad¬ 
es. 

During the past few years the 
total percentage of these new rust 
resistant varieties. Thatcher Apex. 
Renown and Regent, shipped from 
Fort William and Vancouver has 
had a vary marked effect in driv¬ 
ing out some inferior varieties. 
Th« poor quality Wheats have now 


reached trace proportions. It is 
expected that the introduction of 
the new Redman and Saunders 
varieties will still further improve 
the quality situation, says J. G. C. 
Fraser, Cereal Division. Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. To 
date, neither of those two varieties 
has appeared in the annual survey, 
as nearly every bushel has been 
used for seed owing to the 
great demand for such purposes, ft 
is estimated that there will be over 
thirteen million bushels of Red¬ 
man and one m'llion bushels of 
Saunders produced in 1949, much 
ol which will be used for seed pur¬ 
poses.

In the same fiscal year 2,057.799 households 
bought radio licenses. But the bureau of statistics 
estimated that there were 3,127,000 radios in use in 
Canada, so no radio licenses were taken out on. 11, 
069.201 instruments. 

If it costs over 25 percent to coUsct radio license 
fees, and over a third of the radio pay no fees it 
would seem that the government should discard 
the fee idea completely.—Brooks Bulletin.

The Dominion government is fair game for ev¬ 
eryone when claims are made for the treasury 
thereof to foot this or that expenditure. Such being 
the case we hesitate to suggest that there should 
be no radio license flee and that the federal govern¬ 
ment sho'ild carry the CBC deficit.

Next in significance, probably, is 
the widely-accepted 11-year cycle 
corresponding to the cycle of sun¬ 
spot frequency. Records, kept for 
more than two centuries show that 
sunspots wax and wane in number 
and extent twice in about every 
23 years on the average. Since the 
sun is the source of our heat and 
the basic cause of our weather 
changes, it is natural enough to 
suppose that cycles of weather 
should correspond to such changes 
in the sun's condition, although 
is not yet proven. - 

One point about which there 
seems to be general agreement is 
that the earth’s surface is getting 
warmer. Just a month ago Profes¬ 
sor G. H. T. Kimble and Professor 
F. K. Hare, both of McGill Univer 
slty’s Department of Geography, 
totalled up the score for the sum¬ 
mer, added it to their charts, and 
we decided that we are weH on 
our way to a new type of climate.

Summers they say are getting 
progressively hotter and longer; 
winters are milder. But they hast¬ 
ened to add, historical records go 
back only a short time—merely 
for seconds on the clock of the 
earth’s progress. The present .trend, 
detected In 1880’s, "may be just a 
shiver in the world’s weather, but 
might also be the road back to a 
much different climate.” 

We are rising out of a cold per¬ 
iod that had it? greatest depth 
about 1,500,000 years ago.

all over the world are receding

subsoil in northern Canada is melt- 7:15 p.m. Song Service, 
ing slowly; ships can now reach 7:30 p.m. Evening Service. 
Spitzbergen, north of Norway, dur¬ 
ing nine months of the year in¬ 
stead of three months of thirty 
years ago. When we are entirely 
out of the Ice Age there will be 
forests in the inferior of Green¬ 
land where the Ice Is now two 
miles thick.

Climate Is one of the greatest 
upsetters of the human plans and 
activities. It dictates our economy, 
what we wear, the kind of house 
we live in. the sort of food we eat, 
how hard we work, and even when 
and where we spend our vacations. 
Farmers and industrial magnates 
must bow to It; all animal life, 
from insect to elephants, live and 
die under its rule: 

Mankind has never known a 
“normal” climate. W* of 1949 are 
at the tail end of an ice age, living 
in a time following a period of 
climatic violence as great as any 
the earth has ever known.

To counter a serious epidemic of poliomyelitis 
(infantile paralysis), the United Nations World 
Health Organisation (WHO) has been speeding 
iron lungs to India. Hero tho Director of WHO's 


regional office for Southeast Asia shows a group 
of nurses and officials how an portable iron 
lung, just delivered, operates. Altogether, WHO 
plans to send 20 of tho big machines to India. 
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considerable area is taken out of 
production and the fields sub-divi¬ 
ded. This brings about inconven¬ 
ience in carrying out the usual 
farm tillage and harvesting oper¬ 
ations. Even when gullies are fil¬ 
led in they are likely to be washed 
out by the next heavy rain. 

In many areas where strip farm¬ 
ing is being used as a measure to 
control soil drifting the strips are 
laid out at right angles to the pre¬ 
vailing wind. rh«e method, when 
correctly used, has been very ben¬ 
eficial in preventing the loss of 
soil by wind. With the problem of 
water erosion becoming more ser¬ 
ious, some thought should be giv¬ 
en to laying out the strips in such 
a manner as to control both wind 
and wateer erosion. 

If water erosion is to ^ con¬ 
trolled. not only the direction of 
the prevailing winds are to be 
considered, but the topography of 
the land as well. The strips are 
laid out across the slopes or along 
the points of equal elevation 
throughout the field. These points 
when Joined together form contour 
lines which become the outlne of 
the fields. The -deeper slopes of 
the field form the narrowest parts 
of the strip, and ..the more gentle 
slopes form thewideer parts. The 
strips will no longer follow straight 
lines and will vary in width in re¬ 
lation to varying slopes which ex¬ 
ist throughout the field. Usually 
exact contour lines are not fol¬ 
lowed if they crrve too abruptly 
but the strips conform to thg con¬ 
tours as nearly as is practical. 
Where slopes are uniform paral¬ 
lel strips can bo used. Strips that 
are comparatively straight should 
not be faced into the prevailing 
winds or more roil may be lost 
from wind erosion than is saved 
from water erosion. 

Considerable work on contour 
farming is being carried out by 
operators of the Substation at 
Fincher Creek and Nobleford. 
These farmers are not finding the 
varying widths and curve of the 
strips to be inconvenient and are 
highly satisfied with the control of 
water erosion, resulting from the 
use of “strips and curves.” 


665,000 VISITORS SEE 
NATIONAL PARRS IN ALTA. 

Tourist trade in Alberta this 
year has drawn 665.000 vistiors to 
the national parks, according to 
information received by officials of 
the Alberta Motor Association. It 
looks that an estimated $20,000,000 
in outlays by tourista'will be ex¬ 
ceeded. This would be a gain of 
more than $2,500,000 over 1948. 

Satisfaction over the showing is 
expressed by officials of the motor 
association. They point out that 
fof many years the A.M.A. has ad¬ 
vocated givater expenditures on 
highways, convinced that the ex¬ 
penditures would be a profitable 
investment, returning tourists dol¬ 
lars many times greater than the 
original road costs. 

In 1948, there were 483,281 per¬ 
sons visited the four national 
parks, Banff. Waterton. Jasper and 
Elk Island. This year there hus 
been a 31.78 per cent gain on the 
1948 figures. 

Banff led all parks with a total 
registered of 324,491, compared 
with 271 892 last year. Elk Island 
had a total of 130.948, as against 
66,445 in 1948. The total for Jas 
per was 72.392, a gain of 21.24 per 
cent, while Waterton the total was 
138,015. an increase of 67.8 per 
cent over a year ago.

Oppose Raise 
Machine Freight 


The Canadian Federation of Ag¬ 
riculture opposed before the Board 
of Transport Commissioners a pro¬ 
posal by Canadian Railways to 
hoist rates on farm implements 
shipped to the prairie from central 
Canada. 

The rate increases sought by the 
railways would be in addition to 
general freight rate increases tot¬ 
alling more than 30 per cent gran¬ 
ted by the board in the last two 
years. 

Dr. E. C. Hope, economist expert 
appearing for the C.F.A., said that 
the new rates, coupled with gener¬ 
al freight-rate increases of more 
than 30 per cent allowed by the 
board in the last two years, meant 
that rates of farm implements In 
the west now would be anywhere 
from 60 per cent higher at Winni¬ 
peg to 39 per cent higher at York- 
ton, Sask. 

The Would be 54 per cent higher 
at Brandon; 42 at Edmonton and 
41 at Calgary.

Farmers have given wide accept- 
an ctf to Sodium TCA as a grass kil¬ 
ler to be used on couch (quack 
or twitch! and similar undesirable 
grasses that overrun crop lands in 
many areas. 

During the past two seasons, 
Dow agronomist? have conducted 
small-scale tests that indicate TCA 
will perform more efficiently lb. 
for lb.', when combined with til¬ 
lage. Their suggested treatment is 
for farm land that the grower 
would like to rid of grass for a 
crop the following season. 

Promising results were obtain¬ 
ed by four methods: .by applying 
the chemical to the soil and disc¬ 
ing it in; by using a field cultivat¬ 
or (or quacker) after application 
of the chemical; by plowing from 
ten days to two weeks after treat¬ 
ment; or by spraying the lanu 
shortly after plowing and borrow¬ 
ing. Each method increased the 
efficiency of Sodium TCA, and ra¬ 
tes as low as 15 pounds per acre 
are suggested for experimenters 
who wish to try combining tillage 
with chemical treatment. 

A new ten-pound package will 
now be offered to complement 
standard stocks of 50 and 100 lb. 
drums, and will be primarily for 
the small consumer trade and for 
the potential Urge consumers de¬ 
siring to test the material on a 
small scale. ' —

STRIPS AND CURVES 

Considerable attention has been 
given to the pr«vention of soil 
losses by wind but very little em¬ 
phasis has been given to the im¬ 
portance of stopp'ng soil losses by 
runoff water. In many cases the 
small annual Tosses remain unnot¬ 
iced or ignored until the soil on 
the steeper slopes of the fields ap¬ 
pears lighter in colour. This in¬ 
dicates that much of the darker 
top soil has been washed off leav¬ 
ing the subsoil ex-nosed. The more 
valuable top soil is deposited and 
accumulated on the lower areeas 
or is washed' down the drainage- 
ways. 

If large gullies are formed a

Law Protects 
Ross’s Geese 


Ross’s Goose, the smallest and 
one of the handsomest of Canada’s 
wild geese, may be threatened 
with extinction. This disturbing 
news is contained in the report of 
British, American and Canadian 
scientists, who have just returned 
from an expedition to the remote 
Ferry River district in the Canad¬ 
ian Artie. It is less than ten years 
since the breeding grounds of Ros¬ 
s's Goose, formerly an unsolved 
mystery, were discovered' in this 
area by officials of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company. * 

At one time Ross’s Geese were 
abundant, and were popular a- 
mong hunters because of their ex¬ 
cellent table quality. It has been 
known for many years that the 
species had been seriously reduced 
in numbers, and a year-round close 
season ha* been in- force in both 
Canada and the United States. In 
spite of this special protection, 
however, the scientists who studied 
the birds on their breeding grounds 
this summer have estimated that 
in July, 1949, fewer than 2,000 in¬ 
dividual Rosa’s Geese remained a- 
live. As these have to face the 
hazards of a long migration from 
the Arctic to California in the fall, 
and a similar return journey be¬ 
fore the breeding season next sum¬ 
mer, the situation regarding their 
survival is critical. 

The Perry River expedition 
brought back nine live geese for 
breeding in captivity, in the hope 
of helping to save the species. 
These geese were examined by 
fiuoroscope, and three of them 
were found to be carrying lead 
shot in their bodies. This proves 
that careless and illegal hunting 
still constitutes a grave danger to 
the few surviving Ross’s Geese. 

As the migration route of these 
birds passes through Alberta, ail 
waterfowl hunters in this Province 
should be particularly careful to 
avoid killing or wounding any Ros¬ 
s's Geese, which are strictly pro¬ 
tected under the Migratory Bird 
Regulations. 

In the field, Ross’s Goose may be 
identified as a very small snow- 
white goose (about the size of a 
mallard' with black wing-tips. It 
has a reddish bill with warty pro¬ 
tuberances near the base, on ac¬ 
count of which it Is sometimes cal¬ 
led "Scabby-nosed Goose." It is 
sometimes mistaken for a young 
Snow Goose, but the Snow Goose 
has a smooth reddish bill, with 
wide black bands along the cutting 
edges forming a “grinning patch.” 
Ross's Goose does not have a grin¬ 
ning patch. 

Only continuance of strict gov¬ 
ernment protection, combined with 
the co-operation o* waterfowl hun¬ 
ters and of all citizens interested 
In wildlife, can save this beautiful 
and interesting wild bird from ex¬ 
tinction.

As crude oil moves out to more 
distant markets in the course of 
the next two, reductions in prairie 
oil prices may be expected, W. 
Frank Prendergast, assistant to 
the president of Imperial Oil, said 
In an address to the Mid-Contin¬ 
ent Council of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Agencies at Denver, Colo., 
Oct. ia 

Listing the benefits which new 
Alberta oil discoveries have 
brought to Canada, the prairies 
and to Alberta in particular, he 
said that province now has a “two 
crop economy with the assurance 
of a long-term and expanding in¬ 
dustrial activity.” . , 

“Every citizen is benefitting 
through tha big revenues derived 
by the provincial treasury," he 
continued. "These government rev¬ 
enues are proportionately larger 
than they would be in United 
States areas because the Crown - 
that Is to say the people—owns 
some 85 per cent of all the oil and 
gas rights and so will receive ap¬ 
proximately that proportion of 
royalties. From the reserves al¬ 
ready discovered royalties alone 
will ultimately total several hund¬ 
red million dollars . . 

"So far more than $20 million 
has been derived by the province 
from cash bonuses for leases and 
there is no doubt that Crown re¬ 
serves are potential sources of 
hundreds of millions of dollars of 
revenue—all In addition to royal¬ 
ties, licenses and other fees. In¬ 
directly there are, c k Course, oth¬ 
er benefits for the public treas¬ 
ury through generally expanded 
business activity. So you see that 
Alberta is a province of buoyant 
revenues that are assured over a 
long term. Undoubtedly this fact 
will be attractive to a wide range 
of businesses and industries.” 

Mr.. Prendergast described Ed¬ 
monton as a “pulsing, progressive 
place with all the indices—employ¬ 
ment, bank clearings, building 
permits and so on—away up. So 
too Is Calgary which still claims 
the title of Oil Capital. 

"Business and living accomoda¬ 
tion are hard pressed by the ris¬ 
ing tide of affairs. Down In the 
Leduc oil field where two years 
ago there was only grain stubble 
is a trim new town—Devon—with 
its shops and hotel, dance hall, 
curling rink and hockey rink, 
swimming pool and social club— 
a busy, thriving, happy community 
less that two years old. 

“Redwater with Its 125 people 
of little more than a year ago now 
has some 1.500 residents.” 

Expansion of prairie refining 
capacity is another benefit, Mr. 
Prendergast said. One new refin¬ 
ery has been established at Ed¬ 
monton, another is projected for 
that area and expansions are in 
progress or contemplation at such

Canada’s population is now est¬ 
imated at 13 545,000, an increase of 
662.000 from the preceding year, 
according to the Dominion bureau 
of statistics latest figures. The ad¬ 
dition of Newfoundland as Can¬ 
ada’s tenth province brought 348, 
000 new citizens. The natural in¬ 
crease as a result of more births 
than deaths during the year end¬ 
ing June 1st accounted for an in¬ 
crease of 225,000. Nearly 125,000 
immigrants entered in the last 
year although this was somewhat 
offset by the emigration of more 
than 30.000 persons.

Any seed which has the ability 
to strongly reproduce itself will 
give a good stand 6f plants, and a 
good stand is the first step toward 
a profitable crop. Frost, immatur- 
ed, weathering, heating, moulds 
and other seed borne diseases aie 
among the common causes of low 
germination. Not only should a 
high per-cent of plants be capable 
of germinating, but ^e vigor of 
growth as indicated By the num¬ 
ber of seeds germinating in the 
first five or six days of growth 
should be high, that is, over 85%. 

Satisfactory germination tests can 
be made at home. Low vitality 
grain makes good feed but very 
inferior seed. 

The only way a farmer can 
make certain that he has good 
seed is by the periodic use of reg¬ 
istered or certified seed. Regist¬ 
ered or certified seed may be ob¬ 
tained from any Elevator Agent.

Department of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs in Ottawa have begun distri 
bution of campaign stars and med¬ 
als to more than 1,000,000 Canad¬ 
ian veterans of World War II. 

Although the exact number of 
veterans in Alberta eligible for 
these awards is not known be¬ 
cause of post-war fluctuation of 
population, records show that 82, 
631 men and women enlisted from 
this province This total comprises 
the following: army 52,716; navy 
8,161; airforce 21,754. 

In the vast majorltory of cases 
veterans will have to apply for 
their medals. Reason is that DVA 
does not have up-to-date addresses 
for thousands of ex-servicemen and 
women. To facilitate application, 
special postage-free cards will be 
placed in all post offices and also 
in Canadian Legion branches. 

Members of the permanent force 
however, and certain reserve units 
will receive their decorations, 
without application, through the 
Department of Notional Defence. 

“Next of kin of veterans who 
died on active service are entitled 
to receive their stars and medals, 
but no application is necessary, as 
we have accurate addresses for 
them,” stated the Minister of Vet¬ 
erans Affairs, Milton F. Gregg, V. 
V. "However, the official next of 


A.M.A. Will Press 
For Test of Drivers 


Statistics show that although the 
farmers of Alberta sow a much 
higher quality seed than a few 
years ago. there still remains much 
' to be done by the farmers along 
this line. 

Good seeed has certain different 
characteristics. First of all, it must 
be of a variety suiteo to the clim¬ 
ate and soil of the farm on which 
it is to be grown. It should be 
pure as to variety and kind, and 
be free from weed seeds. It should 
also be free from seed borne dis¬ 
eases and hav the vitality neces¬ 
sary to produce a healthy, vigor¬ 
ous plant. 

Each farmer should ask himself 
—is my seed as pure and as 
vitalized as it should be? Can it 
be cleaned and made into first 
class seed? If there is any doubt 
regarding the above mentioned 
factors, the necessary steps should 
be taken as soon as possible to 
rectify them. 

There are several factors which 
must come into consideration when 
the choice of a variety is to be 
^nrade, such as yield per acre, qual¬ 
ity. disease resistance, straw stren¬ 
gth and length, ability to with¬ 
stand shattering, and length of 
growing season. 

•In the case of Western wheat, 
quality for bread making purposes 
is a very important consideration. 
As an aftermath of World War 2, 
serious rood shortages still exist 
which has done much to tempor¬ 
arily eliminate competition in the 
world markets. This situation will 
not manifest itself for very many 
more years, as a number of coun¬ 
tries are rapidly nearing their pre¬ 
war agricultural production lev¬ 
els. When ample supplies of food 
are available, grain marketing will 
become a very competive business. 
When this situation arises the 
quality Western Canada grains 
will be of paramount importance 
in the maintaining of a satisfact¬ 
ory economic level of our farmers. 

Whatever variety is grown, it 
should be free from admixtures of 
inferior types. Every year further 
evidence appears as to the loss 


Action by the provincial govern¬ 
ment in regard to adopting of a 
system of driver's tests to reduce 
the number of highway accidents

About one year ago, the A.M.A. 
made strong recommendations to 
the government to inaugurate a 
system of examinations for those 
making application for a driver’s 
license for the first time. Statistics 
gathered by insurance companies 
had shown that a large percentage 
of motor accidents were caused by 
youths who had little or no driving 
experience. 

Last spring a report of a special 
legislative committee also recom¬ 
mended that testr be arranged for 
those seeking their first licenses to 
drive motor cars. 

In recent weeks, other Alberta 
organizations also have made 
similar requests to the govern¬ 
ment. 

While provincial authorities have 
stated that the matter is under 
consideration, it appears that no 
definite decision has been reached. 

In all probability, the A.M.A. 
will discuss the situation and re¬ 
new its demands when it holds its 
next annual meeting Nov. 19 in 
Edmonton. 

It is recalled that a delegation 
from the A.M.A. made strong rep¬ 
resentations on this matter to the 
provincial cabinet last May.

points as Winnipeg, Brandon, 
Moose Jaw, Saskatoon and Regina, 
“ft is estimated that at least $30 
million will be spent in the next 
two years to increase prairie re¬ 
finery capacity to more than 80, 
000 barrels daily by the end of l9- 
51.” 

Mr. Prendergast said that dom¬ 
estic oil production has displaced 
supplies from uneconomical sourc¬ 
es and product prices now are low¬ 
er than they could otherwise have 
been. “Price reductions made last 
year cut the prairie consumers’ 
annual bill for gssoline. tractor 
distillate and other fuels by some 
$9 million,” he said. 

Benefits from Alberta oil fcould 
affect not only the prairies but 
Canada as a whole through sub¬ 
stantial savings of U.S dollars, in¬ 
creased employment and larger 
federal revenues from corporation 
and personal income tax and sales

kin of those who died since dis¬ 
charge of a non-servic* disability 
should make application in the 
same way as a veteran.” 

All told, the department will 
distribute a total of 3,100,000 stars 
and medals plus 549,870 clasps. 
Widest distribution will be that of 
1,060,000 copies of the War Medal 
1939-45, awarded to all members 
ot the forces with 28 days service. 
Next most common is the Canad¬ 
ian Volunteer Service Medal. Of 
the 900,000 recipients of this med¬ 
al, 524,000 will receive the over¬ 
seas clasp. 

Other medals and stars to be 
distributed are: Defence Medal. 
460,000; 1930-45 Star, 288,000; 

France and Germany Star, 250 - 
000; Italy Star, 102,000; Atlantic 
Star, 40.000; Africa Star, 12,000; 
Pacific Star, 10.825 and Burma 
Star, 5,200. Tn addition, 25,870 
clasps to stars will be awarded. 

“When applying, veterans will 
not need to list the medals and 
stars they are entitled to have,” 
Mr. Gregg said. “We have that in¬ 
formation on file. On receipt of 
their correct addresses, we will 
send veterans by registered mail 
their decorations. Because of the 
heavy burden this will place on 
the post office, delivery may be de¬ 
layed and mailings may have to 
be suspended entirely during the 
Christmas rush.” 

For the first time in history, all 
campaign stars and medals for 
World II have been made in the 
Canadian mint. Previously, they 
were minted in the United King¬ 
dom. 

Because of the large number of 
possible combinations (there are 
a total of eleven stars and medals), 
each veteran wilt receive with his 
awards a special booklet explain¬ 
ing the method and order of wear¬ 
ing all decorations.
